Robert Bruce MacGregor of Seattle, 
One of Eleven Survivors of 
His Old Regiment. 


A veteran of seven wars at forty- 
eight years of age, Robert Bruce Mao 
Gregor of Seattle, 
_ 
Wash., says that 
fiis days on the 
battlefields 
a r e 
forever over and 
that he expects to 
d e v o t e t h e re- 
mainlng years of 
his life to peace­ 
ful activities. 
Mr. MacGregor 
s e r v e d in t h e 
World war with 
the original Prin­ 
c e s s P a t regi­ 
ment, which numbered 1,093 men in 
1914. 
Eleven of that 1,093 are now 
alive and only two of the eleven can 
walk. 
Mr. MacGregor Is one of the 
two. 
He fought In the Philippines during 
the Span I sh-A mer icon war, in China 
during the Boxer rebellion, in South 
Africa during the Natal rebellion, the 
Mutabele uprising and the Jamieson 
raid. Twelve medals, four decorations 
and wounds which keep him constant­ 
ly under the doctor’s care constitute 
bls spoils. 
Although Mr. MacGregor has left 
the battlefield, he believes that there 
are peacetime battles to be fought. He 
lins been fighting unemployment In 
Seattle In behalf of the American Le­ 
gion for a number of months. He re­ 
cently landed jobs for 230 former sol­ 
diers. More than that, he has adopted. 
aud is educating a fifteen-year-old 
boy.

them of stealing a car. He had pre­ 
viously telephoned Marshal Maddox 
of Marshall to hold the men, which 
Maddox had done, having them con­ 
fined in the jail at Marshall. 
These men, 
together 
with John 
Hamilton, the tiximan, who had been 
called to the country by the suspects 
on account of car trouble, were the 
only men who saw' the murderers of 
the Lafayette county officers. When 
Sheriff Talbott 
and 
his 
deputies 
reached Marshall the men were turn­ 
ed over to them. The six men rode 
away in the sheriff’s open car. 
At a point on the Higginsville and 
Lexington road about a mile and 
a 
half north of the Confedeiate Home, 
three young men riding in a Ford car 
along the road on the early morning 
of May 6 saw* a small tree surround­ 
ed by underbrush in a pasture shak­ 
ing in an unusual manner. They in­ 
vestigated and found Deputy Staple­ 
ton covered with blood and attempt­ 
ing to rise with the help of the sap­ 
ling. 
He could not speak and the 
young men hurried with him to the 
automobile and one drive with him 
to Higginsville.

IMPROVING THE FOREIGN SERVICE. 


The 
National 
Civil 
Service 
Reform 
League reports that we now’ have a larger 
proportion of trained diplomats in impor­ 
tant places abroad than we have ever had 
before and that “an earnest effort has been 
made to retain the services of men of ex­ 
perience and to appoint to diplomatic posts 
persons with qualifications in diplomacy/* 
This is gratifying and it is creditable to 
Secretary of State 
Hughes to whom un­ 
doubtedly the credit belongs. 
It is, in a 
measure at least, an offset to the scandal 
of such appointments as that of George 
Harvey to be ambassador to Great Britain, 
an appointment which everybody knows 
was made in payment of a political debt 
and which has reflected anything but 
credit upon the administration responsible 
for it. 
It is unfortunate that the efforts of Mr. 
Hughes to improve the foreign service 
must of necessity stop short of the most im­ 
portant 
offices 
of all. 
He can do, and 
doubtless has done a great deal of good in 
insisting upon the selection of trained men, 
or at least well qualified men, for the rank 
and file of the 
diplomatic 
service. 
But 
when the’ administration 
has a political 
debt to pay such as that which it owed 
Harvey and when a certain exalted diplo­ 
matic post is designated by the individual 
.concerned as the reward which he desires, 
the secretary of state might argue until he 
{is black in the face and yet he could not 
prevent the appointment being made. 
Of course this state of affairs is not pe­ 
culiar to the Harding administration; but 
?it is just as well to bear in mind, in reading 
the eulogies of the civil Sendee league, that 
lit prevails under this administration also I 
and that the improvement which the league 
notes does not extend to the most impor­ 
tant offices of the foreign sendee some of 
which have been utilized for political pur­ 
poses in a particularly shameless way.

When Germany levied a $1,000,000,000 
indemnity 
on 
France at the end of the 
Franco-Prussian 
war, 
the 
rapidity and 
ease with which France paid the demands 
was startling. The reasons were that, 
tucked away in stockings, in the cracks in 
the walls and under loose boards in the 
floor was a great gold reserve, the cavings 
of the thrifty peasants. 
The "stocking” 
banks saved France from financial ruin. 
They were more effective in an emergency 
than the 
elaborately organized Bank of 
France. 
News has come from Europe in the last 
few months of the manner in which the 
French are going ahead with reconstruc­ 
tion, in spite of unpaid indemnities by Ger­ 
many. They are rebuilding homes and re­ 
constructing devastated areas. In addition 
to this, they are supporting a large army. 
In three years— as a further example of 
their thrift—the French home market ab­ 
sorbed government bond 
issues totaling 
82,000,000,000 francs, to say nothing of in­ 
dustrial, railroad and municipal issues 
amounting to 27,000,000,000 francs. How 
do they do it? 
For one reason, 75 per cent of the French 
people own their own homes. 
They own 
them because they have had the necessity 
of thrift impressed upon them by years of 
war. And a nation in which 75 per cent of 
the people own their homes can accomplish 
wanders. 
Home 
owning is an effective 
remedy for a great variety of political, eco­ 
nomic and social ailments. 
Rich, prosperous America, as it fingers 
its great preponderance of the world’s gold 
supply and participates in uninterrupted 
enjoyment of luxury, can well consider the 
example of the 
thrifty French 
people. 
There is a lesson to be learned here that 
some day will be invaluable.

FROM THIS CITY

TOLEDO, Ohio, Sept. 8—Two men 
who gave Sedalia and Chicago ad­ 
dresses 
late 
yesterday 
confessed 
they were members of a trio of gun­ 
men who shot and killed Detective 
William Martin and wounded Detec­ 
tive George Bach in a pistol battle 
in a garage here Wednesday morn­ 
ing. 
One member of the gang was 
killed by Bach, as he tried to make 
his get away with his pals In a high 
powered car. 
The other members wrere captured 
single handed by an attorney 32 
miles from Toledo after they had 
eluded a sheriffs posse. One of the 
gang was wounded when a deputy 
sheriff fired a 
shotgun 
into the 
machine, smashing the windshield.

This 
they did out of respect for the holy 
book. The reason there Is not proper 
reverence for the Bible is that people 
are not taught to believe it is God’s 
Word. Reverence in the house of God 
w ill only be when the Bible Is regarded 
as God’s very words.

As Ezra led them in 
prayer the people Joined heartily In 
paving ‘‘Amen !

II. A Model Bible Teacher ( v t. 7, 8 ).

He Stood Up Where the People 
Cc*!Id See Him (v. 5). 
The position 
and bearing of the teacher has much 


to do with the attention and interest 
of the class. 
2. He 
Read 
Distinctly 
(v. 
8). 
Teachers should take particular heed 
to this. Much Bible reading Is greatly 
to the discredit of the Word and the 
reader. 
3. Caused the People to Understand 
the Reading (v. 8). 
The supreme 
business of the teacher is to make 
the Word of God so plain that all, old 
and young, can understand. 
III. 
Th© Impression* Made (vv. 9- 
18). 
The effect of teaching God’s Word 
Is most important. In this case It was 
very encouraging. 
1. Conviction of Sin (v. 9). The Word 
of God brings conviction of sin (Acts 
2:37). It is quick and powerful (Hob. 
4:12). 
The way to get conviction of 
sin is by teaching the Word of God, 
not by appealing to the emotions by 
telling death-bed stories. 
The people 
had real cause for sorrow—they were 
far from God. They not only had be­ 
come worldly and the rich were In 
their 
greed 
oppressing 
the 
poor, 
but 
they 
were 
perplexed 
through 
their mixed marriages. 
2. Weeping Turned Into Joy (w . 10- 
12). When sins have been perceived 
and confessed God would not have 
His children to be sad. 
Continued 
mourning will not atone for the sins 
that are past. 
It unfits one for pres­ 
ent tasks and dishonors a pardoning 
God. Besides, joy has a salutary efTect 
upon one’s entire being. 
3. Shared 
Their 
Blessings 
With 
Others (vv. IQ-12). 
Christianity is not 
having a good time alone; it is shar­ 
ing our prosperity with others. 
True 
joy manifests itself In giving to others. 
Pure religion goes out to minister to 
the poor (Jas. 1:27). 
4. The People Obeyed (vv. 13-18). 
In their acquaintance with the Scrip­ 
tures they found that the Feast of 
Tabernacles had been long neglected. 
As soon as they understood the Scrip­ 
tures they went forth to do as they 
had been told. They went to work and 
kept this sacred feast In a way that 
it had not been kept since the days 
of Joshua (v. 17). 
If the Scriptures 
were read and made plain many things 
could be found which have not been 
compiled with. In the keeping of this 
feast they dwelt in booths, thus typi­

RESTORE OFFICER WHITE TO DUTY. 


The Democrat doesn’t wish to interfere 
with the conduct of the local police depart­ 
ment, nor inject its opinions gratutiously as 
to the manner in which it should handle its 
various problems, but in the matter of the 
removal of Motor Cycle Officer White, it 
believes a little advice would be of benefit. 
In this no criticism is intended. 
The fact is that no sooner had the word 
gone out that Officer White had been re­ 
lieved from duty than speeding in all parts 
of the city was resumed to an unprecedent­ 
ed degree. 
Indeed, when it was first ru­ 
mored on the streets Saturday that he had 
gone to Clinton to get married, it started 
and has continued, night and day, since. 
Saturday night, Sunday and Monday the 
speed mania 
reached a degree of frenzy 
never before known in Sedalia. 
Monday, 
Labor Day, boys driving cars filled with 
young people raced over the paved streets 
at their own frenzied wills, without let or 
hindrance. 
So flagrant was this that a 
woman living on one of these streets called 
the police department asking that some­ 
thing be done to stop it, receiving the reply 
that there was no one at headquarters that 
could be used for that purpose. 
And still the speeding goes on. The city 
must have a motorcycle officer. 
That is 
certain. Officer White has been unusually 
efficient and has been absolutely without 
fear and has shown no favor. 
He put the 
fear of the law into the hearts of wilful 
speeders as no other officer ever has in 
Sedalia. 
His 
domestic 
difficulties are 
over, so it it is said, and the elopement has 
been forgiven by those 
most 
concerned, 
and the Democrat with all due respect for 
the authorities 
ventures 
to suggest that 
they too overlook the 
past 
and 
return 
White to duty. 
And this suggestion is not 
because of any personal feeling, nor be­ 
cause White is White, but simply because 
he is the one man available who will en­ 
force the traffic regulations of the city and 
reduce the dangerous speeding practice to 
the minimum. 


THE HUGHES EXCURSION. 


Secretary Hughes sailed for Brazil amid 
a chorus of God-speeds, though the chorus 
was not quite as enthusiastic as it would 
have been if the Secretary had not written 
his Newberry letter. There is a general im­ 
pression that he can do a good deal to build 
up friendlier relations between this coun­ 
try and the great South American State of 
Brazil to w hich he goes as a special envoy. 
Perhaps he can, and doubtless it is impor­ 
tant and desirable that an effort be made 
just now* to win the regard of the Brazilians 
and clear up certain misconceptions which 
they seem to entertain regarding the Mon­ 
roe Doctrine. 
Yet one cannot help feeling 
that this is not a very good time for the 
chief of the American state department to 
be absent from Washington. 
There is every 
reason to 
believe that 
events are coming to a head in Europe. We 
have refused to do anything whatsoever 
about it so far, and it must be 
confessed 
that, to all outward appearance, we do not 
intend ever to do anything about it, no mat­ 
ter what 
happens. 
Yet 
it is within the 
range of possibility that the necessity for 
action by us will become so clear and the 
consequence of continued inaction so pat­ 
ent that even the fixed purpose of the ad­ 


ministration to let Europe “stew in its own 
juice” will be shaken. 
It would. be unfor­ 
tunate if such a situation should arise and 
find our foreign minister on the high seas 
or in a distant country. 


a ELEMENTAL JUSTICE/* 


Another novelty in the form of a judg<; 
has come to light at Malden, Mass. 
His 
name is Thomas P. Riley and he spraing 
into fame because of the unusual punish­ 
ment which he decreed for a man brought 
into his court on the charge of maltreating 
his horse and keeping it in an especially 
filthy stall. 
Judge Riley directed that the 
man turn the horse out into the pasture and 
that its owner be compelled to sleep in the 
stall. 
The Malden 
magistrate, 
it seems, for 
some time has practiced his own theory of 
practical justice. 
It is said that he has 
compelled ice men 
convicted 
of 
giving 
short weight to supply the defrauded cus­ 
tomers with free ice for a certain period in 
order to make up the deficiency, and that 
milkmen who had offended were similarly 
dealt w’ith. 
So far, according to the ac­ 
counts that have found their way into the 
press, Judge Riley’s brand of justice has 
received the endorsement of the people of 
his bailiwick. 
Whether it will alw ays be so remains to 
be seen. 
Originality in the dispensing of 
justice is often a fine thing, provided it is 
plentifully mixed with common sense, but 
it is sometimes a dangerous thing also, as 
others who have practiced Judge Riley’s 
methods have learned to their cost. 
Per­ 
haps the publicity which is likely to come 
to a magistrate who practices these novel 
methods is in part responsible for the fail­ 
ure of some of them to retain the hearty 
approval of their 
communities. 
Perhaps 
that result is due to the fact that one who 
sets up as a dispenser of ‘‘elemental jus­ 
tice” as conceived by himself must needs 
be a very remarkable man if he is to avoid 
sooner or later the perpetration of some 
gross and peculiarly humiliating injustice 
of a kind not to be forgiven.

JEFFERSO N CITY, Sept. 6 —The 
l r fliction of capital punishment In 
Missouri is forbidden in the bill of 
rights of the constitution as amend* 
ec by the constitutional convention. 
The section, 
governing the imposi­ 
tion of bail, fines and unusual pun­ 
ishment, and 
forbidding 
them, was 
amended so as to read: 
'‘Excessive bail shall not be requir­ 
ed, nor excessive fines imposed, nor 
death nor cruel punishment inflict­ 
ed/* 
The report of the committee on 
preamble and bill rights was made to 
the constitutional convention last af­ 
ternoon by Chairman M. E. Benton. 
Most of the sections in the pres­ 
ent bill of rights w’ere adopted with­ 
out change. The committee reported 
back proposal No. 87 without recom­ 
mendation, there being a tie vote in 
the 
committee. 
Proposal 
No. 
87 
reads: 
“The reading of the Bible shall 
not be 
excluded 
from 
the 
public 
schools of this state.** 
The committee also reported back 
without 
recommendation 
proposal 
No. 237, which, as amended, reads: 
“The labor of a human being is not 
a 
commodity 
or 
article 
of 
com­ 
merce.” 
All proposals not embodied in the 
report and recommended by the com­ 
mittee were reported back to the con­ 
vention with 
the 
recommendation 
they be not passed. 
It is understood that Dr. W\ H. 
Bleck of Marshall reserves the right 
to file a minority report on prohibi­ 
tion if he so desires. 
The first change in the present 
bib of rights is recommended in sec­ 
tion I of article 2 and is merely the 
addition of the state’s motto “salus 
populi supreme lexesto'* to that sec­ 
tion. 
To section 4, outlining the purpose 
of government, the committee adds 
the words, 
“the 
pursuit 
of happi­ 
ness.” 
Section 12, dealing with criminal 
prosecutions by indictment or on in­ 
formation 
is 
changed 
by 
adding 
“that the indictment or information 
shall state in plain and concise lan­ 
guage the facts constituting the al­ 
leged offense.” 
Section 17 of the 
schedule of the constitution is made 
an addition to section 12 in the fol­ 
lowing words: 
“Nor to prevent arrest and prelimi­ 
nary examination 
in any 
criminal 
case.” 
Section 14, dealing with freedom 
of speech, prtcs, libel, truth in jus­ 
tification, 
duty 
of 
jury, 
etc., is 
amended by striking out the words, 
“and the jury, under direction of 
the court, shall determine the law* 
and the facts.” 
Section 16, prohibiting 
imprison­ 
ment for debt, is amended by adding 
“provided that the legislature may 
enact laws for imprisonment for the 
wilful 
non-payment 
of 
judgments 
rendered for maintenance and sup­ 
port of dependent wives and minor 
children." 
Sections 20 and 21, governing the 
taking of property for private or 
public uses, are changed by taking 
of section 20 and adding to section 
21 the following: 
“And that whenever an attem pt is 
made to take private property for a 
use alleged to be public, the question 
whether the contemplated use be re­ 
ally public shall be a judicial ques- 
t.on, and, as such, judicially deter­ 
mined, without regard to any legisla­ 
tive assertion that the use is pub­ 
lic " 
Section 28, covering trial by jury, 
was also amended.

impartiality, which must 
result from such an unwarranted as­ 
sumption of authority.”

—“The need for the completion of 
the state colony for the feeble mind­ 
ed and epileptic at Marshall, Mo., 
can not be exaggerated,” Dr. G. P. 
Ard, health supervisor of state ele- 
mosynary institutions, declared here 
recently. 
“Hundreds 
of 
persons 
have apiied for admission to the col­ 
ony to which, in all humanity they 
should be admitted. 
A large num­ 
ber of persos w'ho should be admit­ 
ted, are at this 
time 
in 
private 
homes and public almshouses, where 
they ^jay not receive tile care which 
should be accorded them. 
They are 
those w'hose condition may be 
im­ 
proved by such facilities 
as 
are 
available in the colony, 
but whose 
cases, otherwise are hopeless. They 
will always remain sub-normal.” Dr. 
Ard stated that the legislature will 
be asked for an appropriation at its 
next session to complete the Mar­ 
shall colony. 
Ind.scussing 
the 
problems 
with 
w^hich the feeble minded 
confront 
the state, Dr. Ard stated that, unse- 
gegated, they propagate with unusu­ 
al rapidity. 
Colonization, he avert­ 
ed, w'ill partly meet the situation. 
“After this is accomplished,” he 
asserted, “sterilization may be con­ 
sidered.” 
“The trail of feeble-minderness is 
transmitted with certainty,” he 
de­ 
clared,” and the rate of increase is 
more rapid than in normal people.” 
Dr. Ard has recently been devot­ 
ing much of his time to directing the 
state hospital for the insane at St. 
Joseph, Mo., where a vacancy has 
been left by the resignation of Dr. 
A. C. Vickery, 
formerly 
superin­ 
tendent there. 
He spoke with en­ 
thusiasm of plans for making 
the 
state hospitals more 
attractive 
in 
their decoration and furnishings. He 
has put his theory into practice at 
St. Joseph, where he has caused the 
receiving ward to be decorated and 
furniture installed which is calculat­ 
ed to produce a sense of refinement 
and homelike restfulness. 
Patients, 
he declared, respond to such an at­ 
mosphere. 
Barren w’alls and empty 
hallways, he asserted, only enhance 
the moribund condition of the 
pat­ 
ients’ minds. • 
Occupational therapy, 
introduced 
only compartively recently in all the 
state hospitals for the insane, has 
already proved to be a signal bless­ 
ing, according to Dr Ard. By provid­ 
ing something for the patients to do 
it releases their minds from 
the 
brooding which results 
from 
idle­ 
ness. 
Patients who had previously 
seemed incurably violent, have ap­ 
plied 
theselves 
patiently 
to 
the 
crafts which are taught to them. To 
this class of patients, known as the 
“disturbed,” 
occupational 
therapy 
b».M proved manifestly excellent. 
The employment of many of the 
patients is reported to ald the state 
materially in maintenance 
of 
the 
hospitals.

Wilkerson in Chicago wfas denounc­ 
ed by labor leaders here as an “out­ 
rageous” invasion of strikers’ rights 
which should not be permitted to 
interfere with the efforts of them

to win the shop­ 
men’s strike. 
The restraining ordev did not rep­ 
resent the limit to w’hich the govern­ 
ment was prepared to go should it 
find out that “other steps were nec­ 
essary,” administration 
spokesmen 
declared, but they refused to indi­ 
cate what avenue would be followed 
if supplementary action were taken. 
W. H. Johnston, who as president
